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BY PASSING CONGRESS AGAIN 
Former Senator Prentiss Brown says that OPA 
Administrator Prentiss Brown achieved a masterpiece 
when he provided for food subsidies to the processors 
to help lower price ceilings without decreasing the re­ 
turn to anybody. 
War Information Director Elmer Davis on the radio 
hied hard to explain why it is better for the consuming 
public to pay for part of its food through taxes rather 
than in store prices. 
But members of Congress, including many Demo­ 
crats, got up on their hind legs and protested bitterly 
about the new attempt to buttress an anti-inflation pro­ 
gram that, by concession of high officialdom, had broken 
down st) far as food prices were concerned. 
The congressmen, in many instances, are dubious 
of the value of the subsidy system or go so far as to 
consider it specifically vicious. But their bitterness does 
not spring from that difference of opinion. 
It arises 
from the fact that once more the executive branch has 
“legislated” a “reform” which Congress, after careful 
deliberation, refused to enact. 
There is a big question whether such subsidies have 
any practical value. If they do, it is as another indirect 
method of sharing the wealth—in this instance, of mak­ 
ing John Smith pay for part of the Brown family a food. 
In any event, Congress had been asked to provide 
funds to finance subsidies, and had refused. Whereupon, 
on the plea of emergency, using funds appropriated for 
other purposes, the administration began doing what 
Congress had refused permission for it to do. 
Once more this raises the question whether it is 
possible for the republican mechanism of democratic 
governn ant to function in time of emergency, or whether 
it is necessary for us to eliminate the law-making 
branch, sidetrack the judiciary by working so fast that 
it cannot intervene effectively, and entrust our govern­ 
ment entirely to the White House. 
Perhaps this is what should be done. 
There are 
times—such, for example, as while the House was fiddl­ 
ing futilely with a new tax bill—when the public gets 
awfully fed up with procrastination, politics, delay. 
But if such departure from our system of government 
is to be made, it should not be done by attrition and 
subterfuge. 
We should make the change voluntarily, 
democratically, with our eyes open to all the conse­ 
quences. 


THE CHURCH’S WORST ENEMY 
( Au editorial in “The M ethodist Laym an’’ w ritten by 
Everett W. Palm er I 
What do you suppose is the Church’s worst enemy? 
I will give you three guesses! 
No, it is not Adolf 
Hitler. It is not even Emperor Hirohito. The Church’* 
worst enemy is none other than the “empty pew.” 
Here are some of the reasons: 
A pew empty because of the indifference and slack­ 
ness of a member is not silent. 
It speaks with a voice 
and language which men everywhere can hear and 
understand. And what it says discredits the pulpit and 
the Holy Scriptures. 
It declares, “I know all about this Christianity busi­ 
ness, and take it from mc, it amounts to little. I am a 
member of the Church, I have signed up as a follower 
of Jesus, but that does not mean much. 
It is just 
something to do, if you feel like it and get around to it. 
It does not matter much one way or the other.” 
An empty pew speaks as an enemy of the Church. 
A pew empty through this disloyalty, or flaccidness, 
of a member discourages other members of the church. 
It tends to weaken their allegiance, dampen their en­ 
thusiasm, make more difficult their fight against sagging. 
No inspiring example, no spirit of fellowship and 
worship, no encouraging voice in song or prayer, no 
sturdy companion for righting the world’s wrongs rises 
from an empty pew. 
An empty pew is a saboteur in the House of God. 
Even more damaging to the Church, an empty pew 
cheats and betrays the person who belongs in it. 
It 
is stealing from someone opportunity to share in life’s 
highest adventure and noblest enterprise, without which 
man’s life has neither purpose nor sanity. 
It is de­ 
ceiving someone into a life of stupor, or smug self­ 
righteousness, or of careless neglect. 
The empty pew is the Church’s worst enemy because 
it is the worst enemy of someone whom God loves. 


TOO BAD FOR FINLAND 
It is with sincere regret that most Americans have 
watched relations between this country and Finland 
progress toward a diplomatic break which almost in­ 
evitably will culminate in war. 
We admire the Finns, 
and we have been very lenient because we recognize 
both the animus which led them to join in the war 
Against Russiaxand the pressure from Germany which 
makes it difficult for them now to break away.

Behind

tangled political situation, which 
could blow up in the faces of tile 
harried OPA and Dcp;:tm rnt of 
Agriculture. 
Subsidies are anathema to farm 
bloc members. What they want 
is higher farm prices, and no 
nonsense about subsidies, which 
can be taken away. It’s their con­ 
tention that labor has been given 
the gravy and the farmers haven't 
got enough to spot a vest. 
To bolster this contention they 
say that industrial labor — cur­ 
rently moaning about h.gh food 
prices — is actually paying a 
smaller fraction of its income for 
food t an at any time in recent 
history. 
In other words, the farm bloc 
admits that 
farm 
prices have 
been boosted by the war, but 
says they haven’t zoomed nearly 
so fast as wages, (’old turkey fig­ 
ures prepared bv t ie Bureau of 
Ag riculture Economics bear out 
their argument. 
When subsidies were brought 
out and dusted off a while back 
as a solution to spiraling prices. 
Congress 
slapped 
the 
subsidy 
idea down in short order. Farm 
members wanted a copper-riveted 
formula that would raise farm 
prices to equality with industrial 
wage increases, which can be used 
for a yardstick after the war, 
too. They fear the subsidy idea 
would get the old heave-ho once 
the armistice is signed. 
Farmer Gets Nicked 
Another squawk in Congress 
against 
subsidies 
alleges 
that 
actually the farmer doesn’t get all 
the apparent subsidy. Like every­ 
body else in the country who pays 
federal taxes, lie s nicked for part 
of it. 
There’s 
another 
school 
of 
thought that holds subsidies con­ 
tribute to the very inflation they 
seek to prevent. Anything that 
raises the national debt, they say, 
contributes 
to 
inflation, 
and 
there's no doubt that subsidies 
are expensive. 
The OPA'* first venture into 


subsidies is calculated to 
cost 
$300,000,000 to $400,000,0U0, and 
I th a t! peanuts compared to the 
I cost if subsidization becomes gen­ 
eral. 
The OPA subsidy program is 
tho second federal venture into 
such payments. Tr.e Commodity 
Credit Corporation is already ac­ 
tive in the fie'd. The ceiling price 
on soybeans, for instance, is SI.65, 
but CCC is guaranteeing $1.80 
for this year’s crop. The same 
deal in being worked in cheese, 
where the processor is held to a 
ceiling 3ale price, but gets a sub­ 
sidy so he can pay higher milk 
prices. 
The anti-subsidy farm bloc is 
looking on CCC w ith a jaundiced 
and displeased eye. It’s one of 
the agencies limited to a definite 
period of existence. Its “tim e’* 
expires with the fiscal year June 
31, and unless Congress extends 
its time, ifs a dead dodo. 
Farm Sloe Alert 
Some more radical members of 
the farm bloc may press for its 
abolition, but 
it’s the general 
consensus that it will get “life” 
with a clause w ritten into the 
new extension forbidding dab­ 
b in g in subsidies. 
It is noteworthy that OPA sub­ 
sidies are to be 
paid to the 
processors, rather than to the 
farmers direct. It would have 
been waving a red rag at the 
farm bloc bull to inaugurate di­ 
rect subsidies to the grower. This 
way, the processor can pay higher 
prices to the fanner, and still 
exist under his ceiling prices. 
The 
farm 
bloc 
isn’t 
laying 
much now. Don’t think for a min- , 
Ute that it hasn’t got its eves 
peeled, though. What ifs watch- 1 
ing is the coal mine wage negotia* J 
Tons, or any other wage nego­ 
tiations designed to hike wages. 
If they are perm itted to rise, 
under whatever face-saving for­ 
mula. veteran Congressional ob­ 
servers say the farm bloc will 
sail over the fence and come 
down snorting fire. 
If 
that happens, the vetoed 
Bankhead bill is held a cinch to 
be revived. That bill would ex­ 
clude benefit payments in figuring 
parity prices. EDR said it was in­ 
flationary. The “roll back'’ of food 
prices 
through 
subsidies 
will 
come in for bludgeoning, along 
with a frontal attack on OPA, 
CCC and 
other agencies con­ 
cerned with prices, if the temper 
of the farm bloc has been cor­ 
rect U cantred.
